SPENDING OLD 
AGE BENEFITS 
POT APPROVED 


COUNCIL OPPO SES 
CUT IN LEVIES 
ON PAYROLLS 


Washington, May 4 (ZP)— Pres­ 
ent methods of handling money 
collected for federal old age bene­ 
fits won the approval today of the 
social security 
board’s 
advisory 
council. 
In the face of criticism that use 
of the money to pay current ex­ 
penses of government was wrong, 
the council said that present pro­ 
visions under which the treasury 
sells U. S. securities to the pen­ 
sion reserve account in exchange 
for cash do not “ihvolve any mis­ 
use of these moneys or endanger” 
their safety. 
Tax Is 2 Percent 
The money 
obtained 
by 
the 
treasury from the reserve account 
is expended for general govern­ 
mental purposes. 
The council, it was announced 
by the social security board, is 
opposed to reduction in the pres­ 
ent 2 per cent pay roll tax paid 
Jointly by employers 
and 
em­ 
ployes. 
The board, appointed about a 
year ago, 
numbers 
among 
its 
membership some leading indus­ 
trial and labor leaders. These in­ 
clude: Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., 
chairman of the finance commit­ 
tee of U. S. Steel Corporation; 
Gerard Swope, president of the 
General Electric company; Sidney 
Hillman, president of the Amalga­ 
mated Clothing W orks of America 
(C.I.O .); and John P. Frey, pres­ 
ident of the metal trades depart­ 
m ent of the A. F. of L. The chair­ 
man of the council is J. Douglas 
Brown, of Princeton university. 
Writes to Vandenberg 
The council -expressed its rlew s 
rn * ' e\jnaiodnicat*Jtt lo Senate* 
Vandenberg (R -lflch .), a leading 
advocate of lower payroll taxes. 
Vandenberg 
recently 
suggested 
that the council make a prelimin­ 
ary report as a basis of congres­ 
sional action before adjournment 
of the present session. 
Vandenberg had declared that 
taxes could be cut if the “need­ 
less” program of building up a 
huge reserve account bo scrapped. 
In the place of the big reserve, 
he suggested creation of a contin­ 
gent fund only large enough to 
pay benefits as they 
come 
due. 
This is called the pay-as-you-go 
system. 
“These pay roll taxes now con­ 
stitute a major 
load 
on 
com­ 
m erce,” the senator wrote Arthur 
Altmeyer, chairman of the social 
security board. Reduction, he de­ 
clared, “ would clearly be a great 
and essential relief not 
only 
to 
business but also to labor.” 
Subject “Complex” 
The council said it recognised 
there were other ways of financ­ 
ing the old age insurance system 
than those in operation, but add­ 
ed this subject was “so complex” 
that it was not ready to express 
final judgment “as to the method 
of financing which would be most 
desirable from a social and econ­ 
omic standpoint.” 
After explaining how the treas­ 
ury puts its securities in the re­ 
serve account and takes out cash, 
the council said:

French Franc For 
War Chest Money

Stabiiization 
of 
the 
French 
franc, announced last (W ednes­ 
day) night by Premier Edouard 
Daladier, is expected to fix its 
value somewhere near the present 
market level of about three cents. 
The exact ‘figure is to be an­ 
nounced today. Financial circles 
were inclined to believe that It 
would be at about 35 francs to 
the°doHsr or 2.86 cents, slightly 
lower than the existing level. 
United States Consulted 
In W ashington, Secretary Mor- 
genthau announced 
the 
United 
States, Great Britain and France 
had agreed to maintain their tri­ 
partite 
monetary 
stabilizing 
agreement. 
The French action, 
he 
said, 
“comes within the spirit” of that 
accord. 
This is the third official depre­ 
dation of the 
franc 
since 
the 
Great war. It reduces the value 
from the pre-war parity of 19.03 
cents to about three cents. 
Stabilization, 
in 
conjunction 
with the United States and Great 
Britain under the tri-partite mon­ 
etary agreement of 1936, is in­ 
tended to stim ulate trade by re­ 
storing confidence but incident­ 
ally will give the French govern­ 
ment a paper profit of about 25,- 
000,000,000 francs. 
Gold Reserve Revalued 
This profit w ill come through 
revaluation of the French gold re­ 
serve which backs the paper cur­ 
rency.

H eydays, France, at the Span­ 
ish frontier, May 4 ( ^ — Govern­ 
ment troops retreated slowly in 
the Mora de Rublelos sector east 
of Teruel today as the insurgents 
increased the pressure

offensive in eastern Spain. 
Interm ittent 
rains 
hampered 
military operations on both sides, 
but Generalissimo Francisco Fran­ 
co’s forces methodically 
attacked 
after each storm. 
The fighting centered

area south of the Pobo mountains, 
some 20 miles due east of Teruel, 
where the insurgents are hammer­ 
ing at defenses fronting the town 
of Mora de Rublelos. 
The government tried a counter 
attack near the village of El Po­ 
bo, putting up a fierce struggle 
for

tim e but finally falling 
back to original positions. 
A com bination of rainy weather 
and strong 
government 
defenses 
has kept the Insurgents from mak­ 
ing appreciable gains southward 
from Alcala de Chisvert in more 
than a week.

This artist's drawing shows what the great $11 2,000,000 Gilbertsville dam will look like when com­ 
pleted. The dam to be built by TVA near the confluence of the Ohio and Tennessee rivers 22 miles up­ 
stream from Paducah, Ky., is designed to develop flood control, power and navigation. It will be 8600 
feet long and 150 feet high at the spillway, and w ill be able to pass 960.000 cubic feet of water per 
second, more than twice the volume of flow of the biggest flood on record on the Tennessee river. In the 
left background of the drawing is part of the 1 8 4 -mile-long lake to be backed up by the dam. In the 
foreground Is the Illinois Central railroad bridge and at the left the lock by which boats will pass the 
dam.

Before he died yesterday, the for­ 
mer gangland czar told officers he 
had been Ared upon as he left his 
car.

FLORIDA VOTE 
SHOWS SPLIT 
KNEW DEAL 


CLEAVAGE MAY BE 
SERIOUS FACTOR 
BY 1940

W ashington, May 4. (ZP)— The 
Roosevelt administration took the 
Florida primary in its stride; but 
under circumstances 
illustrating 
the party discord that has 
split 
Democratic runks repeatedly 
in 
this congress. 
Florida Democrats turned in an 
emphatic endorsement for 
Sena­ 
tor Claude Popper, running for 
renomination on an out-and-out 
record of loyalty to the Roosevelt 
new deal. At the same time they 
polled a substantial minority for 
Pepper’s leading opponent, 
Re­ 
presentative J. Mark Wilcox, fre­ 
quent foe of Roosevelt policies. 


Congree* May Speed Up 
Wilcox 
did 
not run as anti- 
Roosevelt candidate. 
His attack 
on Pepper as a rubber stamp new 
dealer served, however, to udd to 
the pro and anti-Roosevelt tinge 
that marked the contest. 
If 
that 
was the issue in the 
minds of Florida Democrats who 
trooped to the polls, their answer 
was definite. 
They voted more 
than 2 to I for Pepper as against 
Wilcox. 
Many observers believe the first 
effects of the Florida test may be 
felt in connection with the admin­ 
istration’s effort to obtain a wage- 
hour bill vote in the house before 
adjournment of congress. There is 
expectation among administration 
leaders that the Florida 
result 
will be reflected in 
the 
speed 
with which signatures are 
ob­ 
tained on a petition to bring the 
bill to tbe.^house floor from the 
balking rubs* committee. W aver­ 
l y hous? Democrats, 
uncertain 
as to their attitude in the face of 
primary contests of their own, are 
expected to be impressed by what 
happened in Florida. 
President Gains Prestige 
There is even a possibility that 
the Pepper victory may affect the 
adjournment date should 
Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt exert pressure to 
prolong tho session for completion 
of wage-hour or any other part of 
his legislative program. That the 
Florida primaries increased his 
prestige and influence in marked 
fashion was the reaction among 
many observers, 
though 
others 
disputed it. 
Before the Florida race clari­ 
fied Into a virtual three-way tus­ 
sle between Pepper, Wilcox and 
former 
Governor 
Dave 
Sholtz. 
there were intimations that 
ad­ 
ministration efforts were aimed at 
drawing Sholtz out of the fight 
because his candidacy might split 
the new deal vote and make a run 
off primary necessary. When that 
failed, the administration extend­ 
ed its blessing to Pepper through 
James Roosevelt, 
the president’s 


Interior Of Luxury 
Liner Lafayette Is 
Destroyed By Fire 


Le Havre, France, May 5 (Thurs­ 
day) (A*)—Thirty sailors narrowly 
escaped death early today when a 
fire. fed by exploding 
oil 
tanks, 
swept the French luxury liner La* 
Fayette leaving her a smouldering 
hulk.

The skeleton crew, left aboard 
the LaFayette while she was In a 
drydock

trapped momentarily by the rapidly 
spreading flames but finally fought 
their way forward and escaped on 
lines cast to them from the dock. 
Municipal and French line fire­ 
men who rushed aboard the La- 
Fayette at the first

were 
forced to abandon their efforts to 
save her when tanks of fuel oil ex­ 
ploded. 
The fire started when an engineer 
attempted to light one of the ves­ 
sel’s oil burners.

sarily mean that we, a nation of 
vast wealth, are on the verge of 
financial ruin. 
The debt burden 
of the British peqple is two and 
one-half times as great as ours— it 
has been greater 
than 
ours for 
many years— but still Great Bri­ 
tain shows no sign of 
the 
ap­ 
proaching 
disaster 
which 
the 
alarmists pretend 
to see 
ahead 
for America. 
“ We don’t need more factor­ 
ies— we need to get those we now 
have into full operation, and the 
way to do that is to put money in­ 
to the hands of the millions who 
are now only 
potential 
buyers. 
That is what the presidednt’s pro­ 
gram will do. 
That is what we 
must do if we are 
to 
keep our 
system of private enterprise and 
to preserve our Democratic insti­ 
tutions unimpaired.”

BUDGET WILL 
HAVE HEARING 


Tax Roll Likely To Be 
Decreased Sligrhtly; 
Meeting: Tonight 


First reading of the budget for 
the new fiscal year beginning on 
July I will bo held at the regular 
meeting of the city council this 
evening. 
The 
council held an informal 
meeting Monday at which 
time 
tentative approval was given the 
budget. If finally approved in its 
present form, city taxes will be 
decreased slightly. In its tentative 
state, the present budget provides 
for a tax roll of $120,000, a re­ 
duction of $3,000 from last year’s 
figure. 
This year’s budget calls for an 
outlay of $345,000, a reduction 
of about $9,000 over last year’s 
estimate of $354,699. Some of the 
reduction 
is due to the smaller 
amount of bond retirals to be fac­ 
ed this year and also to the de­ 
crease in the health fund, which is 
being taken over to a large extent 
by the county health unit. 
Due to the present business re­ 
cession. 
provisions 
have 
been 
made in the budget to care for a 
larger tax roll delinquency than 
was provided for last year. A dif­ 
ference of about $5,000 is allowed 
in this item. 
In addition to the first budget 


reading, the council, at its meet­ 
ing this evening, will consider the 
banning of bank night at a local 
theatre, of extension of rural line 
to farmers near Ford River road, 
policy on placement 
of 
water 
meters in premises that at pres­ 
ent are on flat rate, and of a peti­ 
tion for extension 
of

Buyer Is Cautioned 
On Used Car Title 


Officials of the department of 
state caution purchasers of used 
cars, the titles of which bear liens 
on their faces, to secure discharg­ 
es of liens from dealers, for their 
protection. 
It is pointed out that while or­ 
iginal purchase liens on new cars 
are noted on the faces of 
titles, 
proof of discharge of liens is lim­ 
ited to original 
owners’ 
state­ 
ments to dealers when they as­ 
sign titles. A dealer may, in good 
faith, sign the title when selling 
the car, indicating that no liens 
are against it. A first mortgagor? 
however, may recover the car if 
the original lien has never been 
discharged. While it is true that

representation as to the absence 
of liens, there is no remedy lf the

Cadillac's Fort To 
Be Rebuilt On Old 
Site At St. Ignace 


St. 
Ignace, 
Mich.— Cadillac’s 
historic Fort St. Ignace, or Fort 
de Buade, as it is sometimes call­ 
ed, is being rebuilt on the ancient 
hillsite west of Sco-ho-go-no-wis 
bluff in this city, on plans drawn 
from original data compiled by 
the Rev. Fr. John T. Holland of 
St. Ignace. 
Site clearing and reconstruction 
of the stockade and buildings will 
cost 
approximately 
$12,675.00, 
about two-thirds of which will be 
in federal funds provided by the 
Works 
Progress 
administration. 
From 1679 to 1701 the fort was 
the foremost military post of New 
France in the Northwest.. Its most 
famous commandant was Antoine 
de la Mothe Cadillac, afterward 
commander of the French post at 
Detroit. 
Under 
his 
incumbency at St. 
Ignace were about 200 soldiers, 
and the surrounding 
community 
of 6,000 to 8,000 Indians, a Jes­ 
uit mission founded 
by 
Father 
James Marquette, and a large col­ 
ony of fur traders. It was visited 
by Hennepin, LaSalle and other 
well-known explorers and was fre­ 
quently mentioned in the chroni­ 
cles of the time. In and around 
the Fort 
Adario, 
chief 
of 
the 
Wyandotte 
Indians, 
hatched 
a 
plot which resulted in the com­ 
ing of the British to the territory 
and radically changed the history 
of the Northwest. 
Immediate plans call 
for 
the 
building of a stockade 150 feet 
square, using eight-inch peeled ce­ 
dar poles 20 feet long and paint­ 
ed white. The interior buildings 
will come later. 
A 
gravel 
road 
three-quarters of a mile long wilt 
be built from highway US-31 to 
the fort, which will be in plain 
view of the federal highway, Mac­ 
kinac Island, the Straits and Lake 
Huron. 
The city and the 
St. 
Ignace 
Lions club 
are 
sponsoring 
the 
project, and construction is fol­ 
lowing closely the maps, sketches 
and descriptions collected by Fr. 
Holland from the departments of 
public archives 
in 
Ottawa 
and 
Paris. The reproduction will no 
doubt greatly stimulate travel in­ 
terest in the city, where the grave 
of Marquette is located.

United States has shown that the annual 
tax "ta k e ” is in excess of 
the 
nation's 
food bill. 
Those who pay taxes,

pay on property or by the m ore 
vicious 
hidden method, should begin to 
realize 
th a t taxes can reach such a point th a t they 
are confiscatory on tho Individual aa well 
as on the employer of thousands. 
And people are

Business leaders have for many 
m onths realized that taxes were crippling 
th eir business and m aking It alm ost im­ 
possible for them to keep going. 
Employees are learning

taxes

A Great Playground

ORE than 150,000 
rainbow, 
brown 
aud brook trout were planted by the 
U. S. Forest Service this week in several 
stream s in the Hiawatha National 
For­ 
est. 
This is good news 
to 
fishermen, 
as 
well as to those folks who an* merely in­ 
terested in the futu re 
development 
of 
this north country. 
The Forest Service 
steadily continues its work of reforesting 
th e H iaw atha forest tract aud restocking 
it with gam e and fish. 
With scores 
of 
lakes and stream s, the Hiawatha forest is 
a popular fishing region. 
Escanaba, G ladstone, Rapid River and 
the other com m unities, who 
have 
been 
sustained for years by the lumbering 
in 
th e region, can look forw ard more hope­ 
fully now to gaining a livelihood from its 
bm for recreational purposes. 


S e n a t o r Minton’s 
(Administration 
Democrat, 
of 
Indiana) 
fulminations 
against the newspapers and his 
bill 
to 
make them criminally liable for printing 
untruths are disgusting and disturbing, 
too, in a premonitory sort of 
way. 
The 
bill referred to apparently would make it 
possible for the Government to suspend, 
by injunction, the publication 
of 
any 
newspaper it disagreed with. 
We have not been privileged 
to 
ex­ 
amine a copy of this 
precious 
measure, 
which we do not expect to get very far. 
If it contains safeguards against so bud 
and direct an approach to censorship as 
that indicated, we shall apologize to Sen­ 
ator Minton. 
But we do not 
anticipate 
being under that obligation. 
His recent 
remarks in the Senate would uot lead us 
to believe he would find 
anything 
dis­ 
tasteful in outright censorship, 
if 
that 
were conveniently attainable. 
What Is biting this statesman is that, 
like others we could name, ho has confus­ 
ed democracy 
with 
Democracy-Adminis- 
tration Democracy. Ile finds most of the 
press of the nation perversely opposed to 
Administration Democracy aud is willing 
to go to almost any length to correct this 
annoying condition. 
Ho thinks the press 
should be required to be “ fair.” 
All ibis is disturbing because, in 
the 
first place, it betrays once again a child­ 
ish ignorance at Washington of the fact 
that there is a difference in function be­ 
tween the editorial page of 
a 
modern 
newspaper and its news columns. 
There 
are certain notorious exceptions, but the 
vast majority of 
American 
newspapers 
have been more than fair in opening their 
uews columns to Administration material; 
several score of them recently have print­ 
ed the President’s own story of tint New 
Deal. 
What they give as their opinions 
on their editorial pages is another matter, 
which readers are al liberty to judge 
as 
they see fit. 
There are exceptions, as we say. to the 
general rule of accuracy aud impartially 
in the news columns. 
These departures 
from professional ethics and ideals are as 
repulsive to the newspaper profession as 
to any of their victims. Vet freedom of the 
press does aud must mean 
freedom 
to 
print untruths, subject to the libel law as 
well as truth. 
What is chiefly disturbing about '•ca­ 
ntor Minton is the premonitory indication 
that there are those who hold press tree-1 
dom so lightly that, in their

KRA. Siam (ZP)— One of tho 
c r ss teat 
m yths in m odern history ie the persistent­ 
ly repeated story th a t Japan is building » 
great new strategic m aritim e canal across 
this narrow isthm us of Siam u 
a 
chal­ 
lenge to E ngland’s great naval station a t 
Singapore. A ctually, the story of such 
a 
canal is nearly a hundred years old, 
a l­ 
though the project is spoken of today aa 
if it were a new enterprise. 
W ithin the last ten years th is bogey of 
a Japanese-built K ra Canal haa com e up 
for discussion In m ost of the parliam ent! 
of the world, and has caused deep appre­ 
hension to th e arm ies and navies of tho 
Big Powers. 
On each occasion tho report 
has draw n vigorous denials from tho Siam ­ 
ese governm ent. 
— NO SHRED OF EVIDENCE— 
To establish the facts in the case, I 
m ade an exhaustive survey of the entire 
Kra district, which extends roughly from 
th e little town of Chum pohn, situ ated on 
an estuary of tho Gulf of Slam ; on 
the 
east, for a distance of forty m iles, to tho 
jungle town of K rsburi, on an estuary of 
th e Bay of B engal, on th e w estern shores 
of Siam. 
My five days' journey by elephant, ox­ 
cart, 
m otor-car, 
and 
afoot 
took 
me 
through jungle districts infested by wild 
elephants, tigers, monkeys, crocodiles and 
cobras. 
Now here in the so-called “ canal 
a re a ” did I see a blade of gras* disturb 
ed, a single stone turned, or 
a 
solitary 
shovel of earth removed, to indicate th a t 
any such project as a canal wee being un 
dertaken. 
Nor was there tho 
slightest 
evidence of Japanese engineers supervis 
ing the construction of the canal, as had 
been reported abroad recently. 
T here were no Siamese 
sentriea 
on 
guard and no trace of a single w orkm an 
excavating. 
N either 
was 
th ere 
the 
slightest indication that the K ra district 
had been proclaim ed a m ilitary zone, for­ 
bidden to natives and foreigners alike. On 
the contrary, traffic of all kinds moved 
with the fullest freedom . No 
passports 
w ere asked from foreigners, nor was there 
the slightest restriction against 
photo 
graphing. 
The natives looked astonished when the 
subject of a canal was 
broached. 
“ We 
have never heard of such a thing,” they 
all declared. 
—JU S T A ROADWAY— 
I found th a t the governm ent was just 
com pleting the construction of a new 40- 
mile m etalled highway from 
Chum phon 
to K raburi. 
This necessitated extensive 
excavations 
and 
blasting 
operations 
through th e range of high rocky hills cov­ 
ering alm ost the entire K ra Isthm s. These 
activities, 
which involved the 
employ­ 
m ent of 400 native w orkm en, may have 
been m isconstrued by careless 
observers 
as evidence th at Japan was 
building 
a 
strategic canal for the Siam ese 
govern­ 
m ent. 
I was inform ed by the Siam ese govern­ 
m ent th a t it will extend the newly com ­ 
pleted m otor highway 
across 
th e 
K ra 
Isthm us another forty miles w esterly to 
the town of Renong. which abounds 
in 
tin mines. 
This road construction is a 
part of a regular plan of the new revolu­ 
tionary governm ent in Bangkok to open 
up th e K ra jungle and m ake its products 
accessible to the railw ay and to coastal 
steam ers. 
This road-building work, however, will 
undoubtedly give rise to fresh reports that 
tho Siam ese governm ent has already be­ 
gun th e construction of the erstw hile Kra 
Cuual.

“ All such reports,” 
Slam s 
Prem ier, 
Colonel Phya 
Bihol, 
declared 
to 
me 
“should be dism issed summarily as ju re 
fantasies. 
We have never contemplated

the future, the construction of 
suck 
a 
canal. The Associated Press will do Siam 
and its government a signal service if it 
will make this clear aud 
final 
to 
the 
world. 
•'Exhaustive research has shown us th a t 
the construction of such a canal 
would 
present not only enormous technicsl and 
physical difficulties, hut would 
Involve 
such a great cost that Siam 
could 
not 
possibly undertake 
it. 
Moreover, 
the 
awarding of such a concession, or 
con­ 
tract to Japan would undoubtedly arouse 
disapproval by tho other powers, 
whose 
friendship and goodwill Siam is anxious to 
keep. 
“ Furthermore, such a 
concession, 
lf 
granted to Japan, might jeopardise 
our 
future independence, since it would fiv e 
Japan control over at least that p a rt 
ot 
Siam through which the canal was built. 
This we would never countenance. 
Our 
aim is to remain in Hie closest bonds of 
friendship with all nations, aud to guard 
our own sovereignty and Independence as 
our most precious possession.” 
The history of the Kra ('anal project 
dates from American Civil W ar days. In 
1863 two British government engineers, 
Captain J (I. Furlong 
and 
C aptain 
A. 
Fraser, who were th* ii attached 
to 
the 
Bengal Engineers, surveyed 
the 
en tire 
Kra area aud reported that the canal was 
impracticable. 
But they rccom m endad a 
railway in its place.

Politically, the L a Follette# a re a well­ 
balanced pair. 
Phil la all public presence 
and platform m anner. 
He haa his fath e r's 
dash and fire, the faculty of arousing 
a 
crow d, the ability to hold attention. T here 
is som ething stage-m anaged 
about 
his 
entrances and exits, aa th ere alw ays is in 
tho goings and com ings of a born lender 
of crow ds. 
Bob stem s from his m other, who was 
alw ays old Bob's closest and best adviser. 
He can orate. 
R ather stiffly, if he has to, 
but he prefers to stick to an intelligent 
exposition of tho facts. 
He 
is 
shrew d, 
ra th e r secretive, im m ensely practical, w ith 
a stern public m anner which belles 
his 
fondness for private good-fe.low ship. 
Hia 
m ind la harder, probably 
b etter 
than 
P hil’s. 
Phil would scarcely bother, 
for 
exAmple. to become an expert of taxation. 
as Bob haa. 
Above all. Bob La F ollette 
has a . passion for getting things done. 
T he Combined political judgm ent 
of 
Bob and Phil should be 
excellent, 
for, 
w hile P hil supplies the intuitive flair, Bob ' 
brings to tb s team the factual know ledge 
and toneh appraising eye. 
And, la this 
case, in spite of the scorn of a good m any 
politicians and com m entators, th ere 
are 
deeply aignificant features of th e situation 
which have passed unnoticed. 
I t’a rem arkably signicant for exam ple, 
th a t th e ir decision to m ake th eir Progres­ 
sive P arty a national m ovem ent was

Roosevelt depression. 
I t’a equally signifi­

m inistration ju st 
m uddled 
along. 
I t’s 
significant, too. th a t the 
announcem ent 
was m ade in the very m onth 
when

G allup poll showed the 
P resident 
had 
lost one-third of his IO per cent m ajor­ 
ity in four short weeks. 
E ver since they reestablished the Pro­ 
gressive P arty in 1934, 
Bob and Phil La- 
F ollette have expected tho 
m om ent 
to 
come when they could fight on 
a 
front 
passing the frontiers of 
W isconsin. 
In 
1934. they chose to sta rt th eir own party 
ra th e r than join the dem ocracy 
because 
they believed th a t 
the

could not perm anently dom inate th e dem ­ 
ocracy. 
B ut th e tim ing of their final announce­ 
m ent was determ ined by two things. 
In 
the first place, by last fall, th e split per­ 
sonality of the Dem ocratic P arty, and th e 
difficulty confronting

w ithin th e Dem ocratic P a rty 
had 
been 
pretty adequetely proved. 
And 
in 
th e 
second, the new depression th reatened to 
do to th e P resident w hat th e old one did 
to Hoover. 
L iberalism has ridden in th e Roosevelt 
ch ariot for so long th a t it la associated 
w ith Roosevelt in the popular m ind. 
W ith 
a depreaalon dam aging 
tho 
President, 
liberalism m ust find a chariot of its own. 
And th e La F oilettes believe 
th a t 
they 
provided th a t chariot.

IS CONTINUING 


April Third Consecutive 
* Month Warmer Than 
Normal 


The month of April was 
the 
third 
consocutlre 
month 
this 
spring in which the tem perature 
WM above normal, according to 
tho regular monthly meteorologi­ 
cal summary Issued yesterday by 
W. T. Lathrop, 
local meteorolog­ 
ist. 
With a mean 
tem perature 
of 
40.4. this was the warm est April 
since 1025. 
Normal tem perature 
for the month is 37.9 degrees, av­ 
erage daily departure being 2.5 
degrees. 
This figure 
is 
less, 
however, than the average dally 
departure since January I, which 
'a 3.0 degrees. 
The warmest day of the month 
was the 19th when the thermome­ 
ter registered 66 degrees 
while 
the low was 19 on the sixth. 
Snowfall during the past month 
WM but 0.5 inches, the leM t of 
any April since 1931. 
This is in 
contrM t to Chicago’s 13.5 inches. 
In addition 
to 
being 
warm, 
April was a windy month, the av­ 
erage velocity being 11.6 
miles 
per hour. This m ark has been ex­ 
ceeded only in two Instances In 
Escanaba history, in 1921 
and 
1907. 
Only four days of the month 
were clear, 
seven 
were 
partly 
cloudy and 19 cloudy. There was

Doings About Capitol 


Lansing— Liberal doses of 1938 
economics are being fed to Michi­ 
gan citizens this spring. 
It’s a 
giddy whirl! 
First. Senator Vandenberg goes 
on the air in rousing denouncia- 
tion 
of 
Roosevelt's new pump 
priming campaign. 
Second, 
Governor 
Murphy 
speaks on a coast-to-coast 
net­ 
work 
endorsing 
liberal 
public 
spending as a cure for depression 
sickness with a reservation or two 
to the effect that congress should 
also remove unreasonable handi­ 
caps to business. 
The liberal spending policy by 
government looms as one of the 
issues of the 1938 campaign in 
Michigan. Murphy defends his in­ 
creasing 
state 
deficit as being 
caused only by the present depres­ 
sion. 
Yet while more state mil­ 
lions 
are 
being authorised for 
public 
rellief. 
Budget Director 
Harold Smith is studying methods 
to effect drastic economies for the 
new fiscal year beginning July I. 
This would mean less spending, 
not more, at Lansing. 


Additional Taxes 
The governor has always insist­ 
ed that public spending must be 
done with a balanced budget. 
At 
the 
legislative 
council 
session 
bere last week, he declared that 
additional taxes would be neces­ 
sary until the relief burden was 
reduced in the near future. 
Thus 
we 
have a prospect of 
more state and local taxes for 
1939. 
Greater expenditures in* 
evitably necessitate a greater tax 
load. 
Someone haa to pay the 
piper, and it’a usually the man 
back home. 
Will the state set an example 
by reducing payrolls and other­ 
wise cutting its spending? 
The 
1938 situation in Michigan has in­ 
teresting contradictory possibili­ 
ties. 


Au m ] Wage Blasted 
Aa we pointed out in this col­ 
umn a month ago. 
the annual 
wage proposal appears to be an 
economic mirage to Michigan au­ 
tomobile workers. 
It's all right for the Hormel 
meat packing company in Minne­ 
sota. because regardless of pros­ 
perity or depression we still have 
to eat. 
But the experience of the 
last depression taught us that peo­ 
ple don't have to buy new auto­ 
mobiles. 
When times are hard. 
they delay the purchase of new 
furniture, new automobiles, and 
so on. 
At the W hite House the other 
day, Henry Ford blasted rumors 
that he was planning to inaugur­ 
ate an annual wage for workers 
in his River Rouge industrial em­ 
pire. 
He informed Roosevelt, so 
Detroit reporters were informed, 
that the law of eupply-and-de- 
mand 
still 
prevails. 
For that 
reason he said It was "silly” to 
talk about fixed production, fixed 
wages, and other arbitrary floors 
and ceilings in tho automobile in­ 
dustry. 
But don't be surprised lf you 
hear of a "monthly wage”. 
It is being studied as a feasible 
step, if only a modest one, to­ 
wards the desired goat of increas­ 
ing the worker’s security. 


Profit Sharing 
Of interest to Michigan citizens, 
because industrial payrolls here 
have slmped 41 per cent within 12 
months— the greatest decline in 
any state in the nation— is the ef­ 
fort 
by Senator Vandenberg at 
W ashington 
to 
get 
a 
modest 
$30,000 appropriation for a fed­ 
eral survey of profit sharing sys­ 
tems for factory workers. 
Gar Wood, famous sportsman, 
is 
introducing 
the idea to his 
Michigan 
plants. 
Twenty 
per 
cent of declared dividends will be 
set aside for profit sharing among 
his employees. 
Wages are not be­ 
ing cut. 
Furtherm ore, Wood is cutting 
his own salary 50 per cent. 
Gar Wood is making his co­ 
workers 
"dividend 
conscious.” 
And that means Just this— they 
are 
going 
to 
read corporation 
statem ents 
with 
new 
interest. 
Payroll taxes, 
profit taxes, and 
other charges against the business 
mean less profits for the worker. 
The idea is revolutionary. 


$100 Month WPA Pay 
Left-wing leaders in the Michi­ 
gan C. I. O. ranks are making 
plenty of trouble for John Lewis. 


Here are some recent develop­ 
ments: 
Lack of responsibility as evi­ 
denced by Flint dues picketing in 
violation to signed agreements. 
Strike vote by Chevrolet and

at Flint at a 
tim e when one of every three per­ 
sons In Flint is already on relief. 
Demand by the state C. I. O. 
council for a 6190 a month mini­ 
mum "wage” for WPA workers, 
and for more generous relief al­ 
lowances. 
According to reports from De­ 
troit, Lewis himself is not in sym­ 
pathy with the extreme demands 
of the United Automobile W ork­ 
ers. 
Like grabbing a bull by the

Housing Problem 
Raymond M. Foley, state FHA 
director, has announced that 61 l r 
000.000 in residential insurance 
applications 
have been filed to 
date in Michigan. 
Under recent 
amendments effective Feb. 4, 90 
per cent of the loan on a home 
costing up to 66,000 can be insur­ 
ed by the federal government. 
Foley forecasts a marked in­ 
crease in home building. 
Unless the legislature is called 
into special session this year, fed­

evidence of the party ’s complete 
eclipse is S talin’s failure to re­ 
spect the constitutional command 
of the 17th Party Congress— that 
he summon a party 
m eeting 
at 
least once in three 
years 
The 
last one took place in February, 
1934, and no one 
knows 
when 
there will be another. 
Only Three Old Leaders Remain 
One by one the men who. with 
Stalin, created the Soviet Union 
have been executed, jailed or ex­ 
iled. Only th ree leaders 
of 
tho 
present Soviet hierarchy have any 
assurance of m aintaining place or 
power. They are Nikolai I. 
Yes- 
zhoff, Com m issar of Internal Af­ 
fairs who rules the political 
po­ 
lice; Lazar M. K agonovitch, who 
built the 
Moscow 
subw ay 
and 
brought some m easure of efficien­ 
cy into the decrepit Soviet 
rail 
way system, and M arshal 
Klein 
enty E. Voroshiloff. Com m ossar 
of Defense. 
W ith 
Stalin 
they 
m ake up the 1938 horsem en 
of 
the Soviet Apocalypse. And any 
day Stalin may decide to dispense 
with one or the other because he 
threatens to become a rival. 
His personal policy 
has 
bpen 
pursued with the ruthlessness and 
pertinacity of an Oriental despot. 
Like H itler, who once said to the 
w riter th at no ruler could expect 
to sit forever on bayonets— Stalin 
has a personal 
propaganda 
de­ 
partm ent to glorify and popular­ 
ize his name. One m ust return to 
Russia year after year to recog­ 
nize the steady process by which 
Stalin has succeeded Lenin as the 
guardian 
angel 
of

Soviet 
State. The younger generation is

ories, but is constantly bom bard­ 
ed with the

Ju st because Russia 
has

G erm any and Italy, it is difficult 
to r dem ocratic F rance to em pha­ 
sis* her Soviet 
alliance.

COUNTY PLANS 
ROAD PROJECT 


WPA Proposal to Offer 
Work to 66 Men for 
Eight Months 


The WPA project proposal, pre­ 
pared by the Schoolcraft county 
road commission and approved by 
district and state WPA author­ 
ities, will provide work for 
64 
WPA employes for a period of 
eight months, when final approv­ 
al is authorized from Washington, 
it has been announced. 
The proposal calls for the grad­ 
ing, drainage and gravel surfac­ 
ing of six miles of county road In 
various parts of the county. The 
project specifically calls for im­ 
provement of the following roads: 
Seul Choix road, Mueller town­ 
ship, from State Highway M-99 at 
Bulldog Creek, IS,600 feet. 
Henry Miller road, 
Hiawatha 
township, 3,900 feet. 
Shepherd road, Germfask town­ 
ship, east from M-77, 7,400 feet. 
Faketty road, Manistique town­ 
ship. 3,900 feet. 
Flodin road, 
Thompson town­ 
ship, 3,000 feet. 
The total cost of the project 
has been estimated at 137,841, of 
which the federal government will 
contribute $28,741. 
or 74 per 
cent, and the county road com­ 
mission will contribute $9,080, or 
24 per cent. 
It is probable this 
project will later be supplemented 
with additional projects. 
A preliminary survey is being 
made now for the purpose of sub­ 
mitting a WPA project to relocate 
and 
construct 
a .road 
from 
Thompson to Barque Point, fol­ 
lowing the lake shore. 
The project provides for 32,- 
550 yards of excavation, 
12,000 
yards of gravel surfacing. 
300 
feet of culvert and six miles of 
roadside cleanup. 
About $30,000 of federal funds 
still remain on the 
first 
WPA 
project sponsored by 
the 
road 
commission. This project, started 
in 1935, provided for a total ex­ 
penditure of $204,500, of which 
$174,800 was federal money and! 
$31,435 was the sponsor’s share. 
There were 34 separate road im­ 
provements in all townships of 
the county included In that pro­ 
ject, covering a total 
of 
40.15 
miles. 
Employment during that period 
varied from 40 to 160 men, 
the 
road projects acting as a satisfac­ 
tory balance wheel for the other 
WPA 
projects in 
the county. 
When employment became slack 
on other WPA projects, the WPA 
men were transferred to the road 
project.

History of Steamboats 
On Lakes Is Reviewed 


GILBERT R. JOHNSON 
Sec'jr of the I*ke Deniers Ass’n 
A- L. Sawyer in his “History of 
the Northern Peninsula of Michi­ 
gan” states that in the summer of 
1840, there were but few boats of 
any kind on Lake Superior. 
In 1807, however, Robert Ful­ 
ton’s steamer the “North River, 
later 
named 
the 
“Clermont, 
made Its first trip from New York 
to 
Albany. 
From 
that date, 
steamboats gradually moved west­ 
ward and northward. 
No 
doubt steamships would 
have been attracted into the wa­ 
ters of Lake Superior in a short 
time had it not been for the rap­ 
ids at Sault Ste. Marie. 
It had 
been possible to move some small­ 
er craft up the rapids but a steam­ 
boat could hardly accomplish the 
trip. 
Since it was impossible to move 
steamboats 
through 
the 
Sault 
Rapids, the only other alternative 
was to go around them. A rough 
framework 
was 
devised which 
would support a steam vessel. In 
1845, 
the 
“Independence” was 
placed 
in 
this framework and 
moved over rollers around the 
rapids Into Lake Superior. In the 
next year another steamer, the 
“Julia 
Palmer,” 
was 
carried 
around the rapids in the same 
manner and placed in service on 
Lake Superior. 
The need for some means of 
floating freight vessels around the 
rapids was becoming more urgent 
although it was nothing new. 
In 
fact, Mr. Sawyer writes that the 
first lock was built in 1797 while 
General Washington was still liv­ 
ing. 
Located on the Canadian 
side of the river, oxen supplied 
the 
power 
to 
propel 
vessels 
through 
it. 
This 
lock was de­ 
stroyed, however, in 1814 by the 
American 
soldiers 
during 
the 
War of 1812. 
Built Cand in 1837 
One of Michigan’s first efforts 
at internal improvement was the 
construction 
of 
the St. Mary’s 
Ship Canal in 1837. 
Contractors 
moved onto the scene in May, 
1839. Just as they were about to 
begin work, they were notified by 
the United States 
War 
Depart­ 
ment that they must not interfere 
with the millrace at the rapids. 
The contractors apparently deci­ 
ded to do the job anyway and 
were promptly met by a company 
of Federal soldiers who took away 
their tools and drove them away 
at the point of bayonets. 
The Federal government appar­ 
ently changed its attitude, for in 
1852, 
Congress 
granted to the 
state of Michigan 750,000 acres of 
land to aid in the construction of 
a canal around the rapids of St. 
Mary's River. 
This was accepted 
in the following February and on 
April 19, 1855, C. T. Harvey open­ 
ed the sluice gate to the outer 
cofferdam on the Lake Superior 
level and let .its waters flow Into 
the finished canaL 
The completion of this project 
was 
the 
signal for a rapid in­ 
crease in steamboat shipping on 
Lake Superior. In fact, there can 
be little question that the con­ 
struction of the S t Mary’s Ship 
Canal and the locks was the most 
Important single event in the de­ 
velopment of steam boat transpor­ 
tation on Lake Superior. 
Steel Venecia 
Closely following the develop­ 
ment of iron steamers came the 
introduction of steel vessels, the 
type which universally prevails to­ 


day. 
There was steady progress 
from that time until the present 
in the improvement of steamboat 
construction. 
There is a wide 
difference 
between 
the 
first 
steamboat on Lake Superior and 
the 600-foot freighters which are 
now recognized as the standard 
type for the bulk trade. 
These 
modern vessels have a capacity 
ranging up to 18,000 tons. 
As industry grew throughout 
the 
Interior 
of Michigan, new 
types of steamships were develop­ 
ed to suit the various needs of 
new products and new raw mater­ 
ials. 
Oil tankers are now an im­ 
portant part of the traffic on all 
the Great Lakes. 
Several com­ 
panies have purchased older type 
bulk freighters and fitted them 
witty elevators thus permitting au­ 
tomobiles to be carried both in 
the hold and on deck. 
Most of you are familiar with 
the railroad company type of 
steamship. 
The main decks are 
fitted with standard gauge rails 
and railroad cars are run directly 
from shore tracks onto the vessels 
and fastened securely. 
Most of 
these 
boats 
operate the 
year 
around. They are staunchly built 
and powered by engines of about 
50 per cent greater horsepower 
than ordinary vessels of the same 
or greater size. 
Passenger steamers are also 
frequently seen on the waters of 
the 
Great 
Lakes. 
This trade, 
however, has been subject to wide 
variations with the result that de­ 
velopments along this line have 
not 
been 
so important nor so 
great as in the freight trades. 
There is no question that the 
cheap transportation made possi­ 
ble by steamship navigation of 
our Great Lakes has been respon­ 
sible for much of Michigan’s prog­ 
ress. 
In 1881, the smallest of the 
present series of four locks, was 
completed. At that time also the 
state turned the project over to 
the Federal government with the 
agreement that the locks would 
be operated free of charge. 
This 
has been the policy of operation 
ever since. 
It would be improper to leave 
this phase of our subject without 
some reference to the waterway 
crossing the Keweenaw Peninsula. 
This project was undertaken in 
1865. 
Vessels using this route 
save 22 miles between Marquette 
and Duluth. 
Previous to the construction of 
the Sault Locks there were only 
two steam vessels on Lake Super­ 
ior. In the first year of the locks 
operation a total of 14,503 tons 
of 
cargo 
passed through them. 
Compare this with the peak year 
of 1929 when a total of 92 tit mil­ 
lion tons of cargo passed from 
Lake Superior to the lower lakes.
